A BILL

For the velief of Samuel Chesnut.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representalives
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That
the Secretary of the Treasury pay to Samuel Chesnut, out of
any money in the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the
sum of eighty-five dollars, the value of a horse owned by him,
and lost in the Fall of eighteen hundred and thirteen, by rea-
son that he was dismounted and separated from said horse,
by order of Governor Shelby, at Portage River, in the State of
Ohio, while on an expedition into Canada, he being one of the

Kentucky Mounted Volunteers.
